N.A.R. PURCHASE 

The year saw the fina] payment 
of more than $5,000,000 by the 
C.P.R. and C.N.R. for purchase of 
the Northern Alberta Railways. 

The provincial public debt was 
reduced during the year by more 
than $5,000,000, 

Highways: An intensive campaign 
was carried on to push forward the 
hard-surfacing of highways and 
much was accompiished in this. re- 
spect, A great deal of work was 
done on the Jasper highway and 

_expectation is that it will be com- 
pleted next year, A 300-mile winter 
highway was completed from Grim- 
shaw north to Great Slave Lake. 

Conservation measures were con- 
tinued for preserving the Turner 
Valley oil supply and a Royal Com- 
mission is sitting to investigate the 

entire oii industry, 

Wheat crop: In agriculture this 
province made great strides. A 
wheat crop of about 145,000,000 
bushels has been estimated. Ex- 
hibitors from this province again 
swept championships in wheat 
and oats at the Chicago inter- 
national show. 

Alberta butter won the larger 
share of awards at outstanding Can- 
adian expositions, Livestock, hogs, 
eggs, turkeys and other agricultural 
and dairy products continued to 
make progress and to expand. The 
sugar beet industry in the province 
yielded greater results than ever 
before. : 

The provincial government in- 
terim program has expanded and 
treasury branches and agencies are 
flourishing in many sections of the 
province. 

War Effort: Since the outbreak 
of war several committees have 
been formed to work in conjunc- 
tion with the Dominion govern- 
ment in prosecuting the war ef- 
fort. 

A Price Spreads Board, to pre- 
vent profiteering in foodstuffs js in 

operation, while several agricultural 
committees have been struck to at- 
tend to increased production to sup- 
ply Britain with additional food- 
stuffs. 


M.L.A, DIES 

One member of the legislature 
died during the year, namely, W. E. 
Hayes, Social Credit, Stony Plain, 
who succumbed to a heart attack. A 
by-election to fill. the Stony Plain 
seat hag not been held and it ap- 
pears as though it will be allowed to 
go until the next general election, 
expected in 1940, 

Among the leading residents re- 
moved by death: during the year 
were Lt.-Col. T. C, Sims, V.D., and 
Honorary Lt.-Col. James- Ramsey, 
both of whom died just before 
Christmas. 

Military: As in 1914, outbreak of 
war saw'Edmontonians rush to 
volunteer for active service and the 
splendid troops of the Edmonton 
Garrison are eloqi.¢nt tribute to the 
fine physique and enthusiasm of 
the young army. The famous 49th 
Battalion, Edmonton Regiment of 
the World War, is being perpetuated 
in the present war by The Edmon- 
ton Regiment, under command of 
Lieut.-Col, W. G. Stillman, 


AT SUPREME COURT 


supreme court awarded Charles 
Arnold Hardin, his wife and one 
daughter, $20,650 special and gen- 
eral damages against Edward Ru- 
zicka, Viking truck driver, for in- 
juries received when their car was 
struck by a truck operated by Ru- 
zicka, the record high for damages 
in a supreme court civil action in 
Edmonton courts was established 
this year. Mr. Hardin is a farmer 
in the Viking district. S. Bruce 
Smith, K.C., and W, O. Parlee, act- 
ed for Mr, Hardin, 

Tobacco Combine Alleged: Forty- 
three manufacturers, wholesalers 
and jobbers were charged with op- 
erating an alleged “tobacco com- 
bine” and were committed for trial 
before the supreme court of Alber- 
ta. It is expected that the trial will 
be held in April, 1940. 

No Hangings: For the second suc- 
cessive year no case has come be- 
fore Northern Alberta courts which 
called for imposition of the death 
penalty, Although several mur- 
ders were committed, the murder- 
er also committed suicide. In one 
case where a double murder was 
committed the murderer was found 
incapable of pleading and has been 
committed to a lunatic asylum for 
life. 

Precedent Set; When Major F. 
Armour Ford, K.C., was called to 
the inner bar recently he appeared 
before the Alberta appeal court in 
uniform. His Honor Chief Justice 
Horace Harvey, welcoming him to 
the inner bar, commented on the 
fact he appeared in uniform, and 
said; “Your dress would indicate 
you have temporarily forsaken the 
practice of law to serve your coun- 
try in another capacity.” 


CITY POLICE 


City police officials looked back 
over 1939 Saturday and decided 
that {t had been a relatively quiet 
and uneventful year which, in spite 
of an increase in traffic deaths, 
spoke well for the efficiency of the 
force, 

Fatalities: Outstanding feature of 
the year's occurrences was the fact 
that ‘there were 11 traffic deaths 
during 1939 as compared with three 
in 1938, This amazing figure which 
is an all-time high was attributed 
by observers to freakish condition 
of the streets this fall which made 
them veritable death traps, A sur- 
vey of conditions for the whole 
year showed that there was a sub-

Safecrackings: There were several 
safecrackings, two or three of them 
netting the thugs nice returns, bu! 
police cleared up most of the cases 
and obtained convictions against 
responsible parties. An epidemic of 
housebreakings was traced down 
and the persons’ responsible sent 
down. 


COUNTERFEITER 

A counterfeiter who worked alone 
was caught early in. the year and 
sent down and another ring for the 
distribution of the worthless coins 
broken up during the summer. 

Resignation: In ‘May, Robertson 
Sutherland resigned from his post 
as chief of detectives and in July 
John Leslie, veteran member of the 
force and well known in athletic 
circles throughout the country, was 
appointed to this post. 


AT CITY HALL 

Pensions: On January 1 this year 
a compulsory pension plan was put 
into effect, to give every one of 
the city’s 1,000 employees a pension 
of approximately $25 a month on 
retirement. Both employees and the 
city contribute, 

Taxes: The city budgeted for a 
levy of some $100,000 less from the 
ratepayers than was asked in 1938 
and the mil] rate was placed at 52 
mills, the lowest since 1933 when a 
50-mill rate was levied with the 
city budgeting for a deficit. 


HUGE PROGRAM 

Improvements: The city made 
more than $280,000 worth of im- 
provements, largely from current 
revenue and partly on a loca] im- 
provement basis. This included 
$153,500 for paving, $27,000 for re- 
decking low level bridge ($9,000 
city’s share), $7,000 blottering Sas- 
katchewan drivé, $10,600 sewer ex- 
tensions, -$26,800 bituminous and 
concrete sidewalks, $18,800 straight- 
ening 102 avenue’ at 101 street, 
$14,700 trolley bus overhead wiring 
and poles. 

Street railway: The city in Sep- 
tember placed six new trackless 
trolley coaches in service on a six- 
mile route north on 95 street from 
the city centre and south over the 
low level bridge. usifig McDougall 
hill and» Seona road. Traffic in- 
creased on the 95 street route and 
more than doubled on the low level 
line so that the city in November 
ordered three more coaches for de- 
livery in 1940. The coaches cost ap- 
proximately $16,000 each. 

Power plant: In March the 
mayor turned the switch to place 

in service a new 15,000-kilowatt 
turbo - generator, completing a 
plant development in which a 
new generator, boiler, pumping 
station and housing were installed 
at a tote’ cost of some $800,000. 
The new wait cost is approximate- 

The 
power plant in December scored 
all-time records with a peak load 
of 20,600 kilowatts and a 24-hour 
output of 294,000 kilowatts, 

Airport: The city, with funds sup- 
plied by. the dominion government, 
installed underground drainage 
along ‘the two main runways of the 
airport and laid bituminous surfac- 
ing on the runways which are ap- 
proximately 3,500 feet long. In De- 
cember a survey of the airport was 
begun when it was selected as one 
of the main bases in Canada for the 
Empire force training program. 


VACCINATIONS 

Health: The public school board 
conducted a smallpox vaccination 
campaign, giving immunization to 
4,765 children. The city health de- 
partment has carried on a free vac- 
cination service throughout the 
year. 

Housing: The city, using a re- 
volving fund supplied by the fed- 
eral government, built five new 
homes costing approximately $3,600 
each, to specifications of occupants 
who paid 20 to 25 per cent down 
and are paying the balance over 15 
years. Building permits showed a 
remarkable jump. Up to the end 
of November, 341 permits were is- 
sued for $499,665 worth of new 
dwellings. For the whole of 1938 
the total was 256 permits for $329,- 
745 worth of new dwellings. This 
does not include conversions of old 
houses into apartment buildings. 

Traffic; The traffic bylaw was 
completely revised and consolidated 
so that all amendments were placed 
in proper order and al! sections 
conflicting with higher authorities 
were revised or removed. An in- 
tensive campaign was conducted 
for traffic safety when the death 
toll mounted to 11 in motor acci- 
dents. Small “cafeteria fines” were 
instituted for illegal parking and 
“Jay walking.” 


THIRD TERM 

Election; Mayor John W. Fry was 
returned for a third term and all 
retiring members of city council 
were re-elected in the November 
elections. The polling showed one 
of the lowest percentages of voters 
exercising their franchises in the 
city’s history,

THERE is a vast difference between the Canada which now greets 1940 
and the Canada which, twenty-five years ago, greeted 1915. In those days 
Canada was a nation with a great dominating industry—the production of 
wheat. By 1915 the grain-growing areas in the Prairie Provinces had been 
enormously extended and Great Britain and her allies afforded huge 
overseas markets for Canadian grain. The national income rose as export

During this twenty-five year period, the 
deposits in Canada’s Chartered Banks have 
grown from 1,003 millions of dollars to approxi- 
mately 2,407 millions, or 140 per cent. increase. 
Meanwhile, the population of Canada, in esti- 
mated figures, has grown trom 7,880,000 to 
11,300,000; an increase of only 43 per cent. 
or thereabouts. 

Statistics show that the national income 
and per capita wealth have both been greatly 
augmented during the past quarter-century 
and Canada may rightly be proclaimed a rich 
and prosperous country with a still greater 
future now unfolding. 


EXPORT TRADE THE KEY TO CANADIAN PROSPERITY 


Canada’s fortunate position today as a mature 
industrial nation is enhanced by the fact that 
her geographical situation enables her to be- 
come a great interior stronghold of the British 
system. From this time forward, Canada will 
certainly be developed as a strategic supply 
base for the British Empire and friendly foreign 
nations. Efforts of the past to foster trade good- 


will abroad (while developing resources at 
home) are likely to bear, in still greater abun- 
dance than at present, the pleasant fruits of 
Canadian prosperity, providing, of course, that 
Canada continues to promote friendly trade 
relations with other countries and preserves 
the name ‘'Canada”’ as a symbol of honourable 
enterprise.

In recent years, 
these activities have led to the establishment of 
trade connections whereby many millions o/ 
dollars worth of new business has come to 


Canada, creating employment and prosperity. 

In the proportion that Canadian products are 
shipped abroad, so will the development of 
home resources proceed. National growth, 
economic strength and general prosperity are 
so closely connected with big export trade that 
Canada should be united in a loyal effort to 
build up the demand abroad, for her many 
products, The statistics, data and up-to-date 
information required by those interested in 
export trade are procurable by writing to the 
Department of Trade and Commerce. All assis- 
tance possible will be cordially given to 
Canadian business men to enable them to 
establish new overseas trade connections and 
to ascertain where and what markets exist for 
the products they have to sell.

"Peace in 1940? 


Whatever 1940 may bring to the world, 
it does not promise to bring peace. Pre- 
cisely the contrary. Something more than 
the Pollyanna frame of mind is needed 
to believe that twelve months from now 
the guns will have ceased to roar every- 
where, the war planes have been ground- 
ed, and the battered nations be turning 
their thoughts to the gigantic job of re- 
construction, material and spiritual. 

War is raging on three fronts. Pre- 
sent circumstances do not predict an early 
end ta the strife in either area. Japan's 
army is evidently bogged down in the far 
interior of China, unable to advance and 
retreat. Despite the new

hosts Stalin is marshalling against them, 
the Finns are now beginning to receive 


munitions from abroad and say they can 
hold out till spring, in which case swamps 
will provide a worse barrier for the Rus- 
sians than the blizzards of winter. That 
Germany will either collapse or revolt 
against its tyrants before the year is out 
does not appear probable.

can it be happy in the sense of being free 
from anxiety on their account. But to our 
warriors on land and sea and in the air 
there is the happiness that comes from 
doing one’s duty and striking a blow in 
defence of right against wrong. And to us 
at home the solace of knowing that 
these our kinsmen are quitting themselves 
like mei. 

The war in which we are engaged is 
not of our making, nor the outcome of 
anything done or not done by the nations 
with whom we are allied. By no act of 
commission or omission did the Allies 
provoke the strike, or cause it to occur. 
For that the blame rests upon the band 
of unscrupulous men who have made 
themselves masters of Germany and turn- 
ed the might of that great country into an 
engine of death, destruction and outrage 
upon other nations and peoples.

A Cheering Outlook 


The Government of Ontario has re- 
versed its attitude toward the St. Law- 
rence Waterway scheme. Premier Hep- 
burn formerly opposed the project, and in 
effect stalled it, mainly on the ground 
that Ontario did not need the electric cur- 
rent which would be generated as a by- 
product of the undertaking. But he is 
now strongly in favor of the plan, and 
has made an agreement with the Dominion 
which clears the way for completing the 
bargain with the United States and get- 
ting construction under way. Seemingly 
the sooner it gets under way the better 
he will e pleased. 

The reason for this open and complete 
about-face is in itself worth attention. 
The war, the Ontario Premier says, has 
changed the whole. situation. Canada is 
now in prospect of a heavy demand for ex- 
port industrial products, hence Ontario 
can use and will need the electric energy 
it did not require under the former con- 
ditions. It is suggested the power may be 
needed before it will be available. 

If this is sound thinking, people in 
other parts of Canada are also entitled to 
confidently expect a marked increase in 
the demand for their products, both at 
home and abroad. A great industrial de- 
velopment in Ontario will create a broad- 
er market there for farm products, min- 
erals, timber and other materials, in which 
the western and eastern provinces must 
share according to their location and re- 
sources. And a demand abroad for Cana- 
dian industrial goods has always been ac- 
companied by a corresponding demand 
for supplies of other kinds. 

From Ottawa comes support for this 
encouraging outlook in the shape of a pre- 
diction that the coming year will see a 
heavier export trade to Great Britain 
than any year past. In particular it is 
foreseen that Britain will need wheat, 
cheese, bacon, timber and metals in vast 
quantities. This list alone includes items 
important to producers in every part of 
the Dominion. 

Nor is it to be forgotten that the stop- 
page of German trade with South America 
has left an unoccupied market there worth 
$250,000,000 per year, which Canadians 
are by reason of their location and re- 
sources well situated to supply in very 
considerable measure. 

The people of Canada are thus justi- 
fied in looking ahead with confidence 
that we are to have busier and better 
times, perhaps busier and better times 
than we have ever known.

A Respiendent Future 

The people of Canada must realize by now 
that our participation in the World War is in 
process of bringing-about changes in the coun- 
try, the consequences of which are stil] incal- 
culable. Among the controls over our economic 
life and over the prerogatives of the individual 
set-up by the Government, some will certainly 
remain upon our statute book when the war is 
over, just as some of those established during the 
war of 1914-1918 have passed into our system for 
good. As a result of the investment of millions, 
if not billions, of European and American dol- 
lars in Canada, we may expect a vast industrial 
development which will automatically involve 
intensive immigration. Dr. Stephen Leacock, 
the well-known economist, predicts that this war 
will produce in Canada much the same ‘effects as 
the Napoleonic wars did in the United States: 
that is to say, we shall find Sir Wilfrid Laurier's 
prophecy fulfilled that “the Twentieth Century 
is Canada’s.” We shal] see our country trens- 
formed within a few years into one cf the 
mightiest and most populous economic and in- 
dustrial powers on earth. And, at the same time, 
we shall see the rhythm of our living readjusted 
to new responsibilities, the scope of which we 
can scarcely glimpse today.—La Jour (Montreal). 


“By Kind Permission” 

At the Nuremberg rally in 1936 Hitler said: 
“If I had the Ural mountains with their incal- 
culable stores of raw materials, Siberia with its 
vast forests, or the Ukraine with its tremendous 
wheatfields, Germany, under National-Social- 
ism, would be swimming in plenty.” That was 
what he wanted in peacetime, when Germany 
was able to produce about 25 per cent of her re- 
quirements for heavy industry and armaments. 
In wartime her requirements are naturally much 
larger, and the 75 per cent of her peacetime re- 
quirements which she imported has already been 
enormously reduced by the British blockade. 
Apart from any other sources of supply, the 
Scandinavian and Baltic countries were essen- 
tial to Germany as suppliers of necessary com- 
modities, and it was recognized long before the 
war that if those States stopped exporting to 
Germany, Germany would probably attempt to 
compel them to resume doing so. That explains 
the ruthless campaign against Scandinavian 
shipping. But the Baltic States ere now dom- 
inated by Russia and can only send relied to 
Germany “by kind permission” of Stalin. 
Johannesburg Times. 


Fields For College Men 

If developments in this city are any criterion, 
two new professions are opening to college men 
—police work and fire-fighting. Both services 
have advanced far beyond the point at which 
mere physical fitness, fortified perhaps with a 
little politica] influence, is enough to recom- 
mend a candidate. Training, both mental and 
physical, is now emphasized, and candidates 
with college training seem, as the cop on the 
beat might put it, “to have what it takes.” 

The Civil Service Commission decided some 
time ego to allot special credit for college train- 
ing, a plan recently sustained by the Court of 
Appeals. Final ratings in the last examinations 
for appointees to the Police Department show 
that more than two-thirds of the successful con- 
testants have had college training. The three 
highest marks were made by graduates of lew 
schools. In addition, 285 cther holders of law 
degrees qualified. 

Mayor La Guardia is an advocate of the 
police and fire departments as career fields for 
college men. Speaking this week at the openin 
of the Division of Public Training at the College 
of the City of New York, he suggested that the 
new course constituted “a combined West Point 
and Annapolis for the police and fire depart- 

which some day might develop into 
zed academies for these two branches 
of city service. He emj:nhasized the security of 
careers in both deparimcents and described the 
opportunity for human usefulness as equa] to 
that in any other profession. There is no reason 
why college graduates should not make better 
policemen and fizemen, just as they have made 
better lawyers, doctors and clergymen.—The 
New York Times. 


On This Date

The two last days of 1775 were perilous ones 
for the besieged garrison in Quebec. The British 
defenders had been standing to their arms night 
and day from Christmas awaiting the attack 
which Montgomery had promised. But there 
were only a few skirmishes and attacks by 
arrows and cannon until the night of the 30th, 
when it was evident that attack was near. 

Vigilance was redoubled. About 4 a.m, on the 
morning of December 31, the enemy attacked, 
gaining immediate success by capturing an im- 
portant outpost at Sault au Matelot. The militia 
rushed to the point, but their leader had been 
killed, and since there was no one to give com- 
mands there was considerable disorder and con- 
fusion. 

However, with the coming of daylight, order 
was restored (the enemy having been held off by 
individuals on their own initiative.) Then a 
party of merchant sailors arrived and turned the 
tide. Fighting continued in this section for 
several hours and might have resulted disas- 
trously for the defenders but for a clever move 
by a Captain Low and a bluff, which worked. 
Having placed his men in the rear of the post he 
advanced alone and, entering the post, told the 
invaders: “You are my prisoners!” They laughed 
at him, repiying: “Why, nonsense! You are 
ours!” Low kept the parley up for a few min- 
utes until his men arrived and then the whole 
company of the invaders was captured, 200 
prisoners being taken.

LONDON, Dec. 30.—One of the 
war's first vital contributions to 
military aviation will be an 
“aerial battle cruiser,” authorita- 
; tive quarters said today. 

While Britain presses for dom- 
inance of the skies, experts here 
believe both Germany and Brit- 
ain are developing a new type 
warplane. 

It will be relatively fast and 
manoeuvrable but will be con- 
| siderable larger than the planes 
now in use. It will have excep- 
tionally heavy and versatile fight- 
ing equipment. 

Evidence of this tendency was 
seen in the Germans’ new Mes- 
| Serschmidt 110 planes, ‘which are 
| being put into production. 

The “Defiant” planes, it was said 
reliably,, represent the original 
developments of the fighter de- 
sign, including a swivel machine- 
gun turret with a particularly 
wide range. These planes were 
expected to be used primarily as 
Britain’s “shock troops” in the 
North Sea, where several big 
aerial battles have occurred.
